poor working girls, who receive very small salaries, 
domestics in the employ of unscrupulous boarding- 
house keepers, girls in the employ of restaurants as 
waitresses and scrubwomen, and other laborers of 
that character who receivé small compensation, are 


very often discharged by their employers, who refuse 
to pay therm the amount due. This amount is usually 
&@ small one, ranging anywhere from $2 to $30, $40, or 
sometimes $5. These people are entirely dependent 
upon their daily wage, and when they do not receive 
it they are left without means. These employes have 
not the money to prosecute a lawsuit to recover their 
wages. They are ignorant of collection agencies, and 
even if they were not, the pereentage to be receivd by 
the collector is so small that’ it is seldom taken by 
them, 
upon the first, second or third applications. 

3usy lawyers cannot afford to take up this kind of 
business, especially when clients have no means of 
depositing the costs required by court.

It is propelled by 
a steam water-tube boiler, heated by a petroleum 
burner, which sprays the fuel into the furnace. The 
machine is of 50-horsepower, and capable of throw- 
ing 500 gallons of water a minute toa height of 159 
feet. It can travel 40 miles without renewing its fuel 
supply. On Blackheath Hill, where horse-drawn en- 
gines go ur at a walk. with the men following on 
foot, the new motor engine ascends, with a full load 
of apparatus and eight men, at a speed of 15 miles 
an lour. 


NEW USES FOR ALUMINUM. 

In 1904 8.600,000 pounds of aluminium were made in 
the United States, an increase of 1,100,000 pounds over 
In 1#% the output in the United States was 
7,300,040 pounds. The output in 1903 is of particular 
interest, because of the fact that 20 years before that 
the output was only 8&3 pounds, and at the end of the 
first decade of manufacture, 1893, only 339,629 
/pounds were made. 

Myery aluminium is applied to new uses, in- 
consumption to a wonderful degree. 
paper is one of the latest products, and 
said to be far superior to tinfoil and similar ar- 
ticles. Aluminium is used for household utensils, 
as well as thosc for military purposes. In textile mill 
work aluminium spools and bobbins are very popular, 
and as a sétting for lenses aluminium is much lighter 
than brass. It is used on railway cars, on locomo- 
tives, lithegraphic plates, letter boxes, in patented 
explos'ves, for making acid carboys and many other 
chemical vessels. 


CITY UTILIZING WASTE STEAM. 

The ctity of St. Thomas, Canada, has just installed 
a system of heating for the public library and the 
city hall by utilizing the exhaust steam from the 
strcei-railway engines and the electric-light engines 
at the powerhouse, which is now a waste product

any desired extent, the heating being regulated either 
by the speed of the pump or by control valves placed 
on the mains as they enter each building. The 4- 
inch mains and the return pipe which carry heat 
to the buildings are laid underground: They are cov- 
ered with asbestos wool to prevent the heat escap- 
ing, and then wrapped with hemp packing and in- 
closed in a 12-inch vitrified tile with cement joints. 
The saving of this system will be practically the 
whole cost of heating the buildings with coal. 
There will also be the saving of the labor attending 
the firing of the furnaces. 


WOOD SEASONED BY SUGAR. 

in Daily Consular Reports for March 20, 19% 
(No. 2210), there appeared a report from Consul At- 
well of Roubaix, France, ona process for treating 
fresh wood which is claimed to have the effect of pre- 
serving and giving it the appearance of age. The 
process is patented. Sugar and heat are the prin- 
cipal elements used. Referring to his former re- 
port, Consul Atwell notes: 

Since my report on wood seasoned by sugar, speci- 
mens of wood treated by the Powell process have 
been exporte.! to different tropical countries for trial, 
and word now comes from the Madras Presidency 
that specimens sent there have resisted successfully 
the attack of white ants. This will doubtless bring 
about a revolution in the export timber trade to trop- 
ical ccuntries, as soft wood treated by the new proc- 
ess will replace the expensive teak and eucalyptus 
that are knewn to resist the ravages of white ants.

It is possible that the ex- 
ression “tainted money,” which had ita 
irth in this discussion, originated in 
a somewhat faneiful idea, but, in 
Anierican terminology, it will always 
suggest the moral sensitiveness and re- 
demptive qualities of American char- 
acter, 


| It would be an inexcusable folly to 


assume that there are no destructive 
germs in our national atmosphere. As 
a vitiated environment may undermine 
the strongest conatitution, so unwhole- 
some moral conditions in our social, po- 
litical and business surroundings cannot 
be neglected without inviting pertious 
enfeeblement of our natio strength 
and vigor. 

The dangers we have most to fear are 
not those which arise from the sudden 
attack of palpable and discoverable 
wrongs, nor yet those arising from the 
deleterious influence of false standards 
of conduct which are open to patriotic 
watchfulness. 
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In business and social circles, 
the pursuit of money has be- 
come heartless and rapacious; 
the deference to those who have 
won great fortunes has grown 
in many quarters so unquestion- 
ing and so obsequicus as to 
amount to scandalous gervility, 
while the envy of the rich 
among the struggling poor is 
more than bitter and menacing.

HE PIANOLA was introduced to the public only seven 
Up to that time there had been just one 
way of playing the piano artistically and with expression—_ 
namely, with the ten human fingers, delicately trained by

For this mere finger adroitness, so laboriously acquired, 
so rare, so hopelessly beyond the attainment of thousands 
who love music, the Pianola was offered as a substitute. 
By means of perforated music rolls and pneumatic fingers 
it does all the drudgery of playing. 

No practice is required from the player, and hardly 
any skill. Yet the Pianola is responsive to the most ex- 
quisite shades of musical expression and feeling. 

When the Pianola was put upon the market many thou- 
sands of silent pianos woke to harmony, and what had been 
little more than a cumbersome piece of furniture was trans- 
formed into the real center of many a home. 

In seven years the Pianola has come into universal use 
If, by any chance, it were removed from the world tomor- 
row, the loss in human happiness and culture would be 
incalculable—irreparable. 

Today the Pianola is found in magnificent New York 
drawing rooms and at outposts in the wilderness. In met- 
ropolitan centers of musical life it is a constant source of 
pleasure and an aid:to study. At remote farm houses, far 
from opera and orchestra, it creates musical centers of its 
own. There are Pianolas in the Winter palace of the Great 
White Tsar, in torrid India and remote Siam, in the studios 
of famous composers, singers, virtuosi and in thousands 
upon thousands of homes everywhere. 

Is it any wonder that in seven short years the word 
‘‘Pianola’’ has been adopted into all the world’s leading 
languages ? 

The Pianola is being constantly developed by the 
Aeolian Company, not only in mechanical details but in what 
is of more moment to lovers of the Pianola—its field of 
musical usefulness. 

The most important improvement ever made in the 
principle of Piano-Players, and which is found in the 
Piano and Pianola Piano alone, is the Metrostyle. This is a 


‘lever by means of which anyone, following with a pointer a 


thin red line on the music roll, can play difficult composi- 
tions in the manner of famous pianists and composers. 

Think of playing Chopin’s ‘‘Butterfly Etude’’ with 
Paderewski looking over your shoulder and indicating his 
tempo! 

Upon its introduction, the Metrostyle was sold as an 
auxiliary to the Pianola to those who eared for it. But the 
improvement quickly became so necessary in music study 
and every-day playing that all Pianolas are now fitted with 
the Metrostyle. No additional charge is made for it, though 
the first Metrostyle cost $50 additional. 

Remember, while the Metrostyle enables any person, 
however unskilled, to render intricate compositions accord- 
ing to the interpretations of great authorities, it is in no 
sense compulsory to follow the red Metrostyle line. Full 
scope is left for the individual opinions of the player. 

But the mechanical development of the Pianola, great 
as it has been, is by no means the most important chapter 
in its story. Not what it is, but what it does—that is the 
chief thing. 

No Piano-player has been carried one-tenth as far into 
the great realm of music as the Pianola. 

First, there is the vast foundation of its repertory. The 
library of music rolls available for the Pianola now num- 
bers 15,000 compositions, Its extent may be gauged by the 
collection of music and books on music in the Astor Li- 
brary, New York, which comprises only 10,000 volumes. 
The Pianola’s repertory is being inereased at the rate of 
several hundred rolls a month. As fast as new songs, operas 
and instrumental compositions come into favor they are cut 
for the Pianola, while its repertory is constantly being en- 
riched with musical treasures from the past. 

A eireulating library system places this whole vast 
range of music at the disposal of anybody, anywhere. 


The perfection of the Metrostyle opened up still further 
possibilities in Pianola music. Composers and pianists who 
had indorsed the Pianola on its appearance set to work to 
interpret their own compositions and those of the masters for 
Metrostyle rendition, while several conservative composers 
who had failed to recognize the difference between the 
Pianola and merely mechanical Piano-players were won over 
by the Metrostyle’s possibilities. Of itself, the Metrostyle 
Library is a volume of music far exceeding the demands of 
any individual player. 

Yet another development of the Pianola’s usefulness is 
found in the new ‘‘Music-Lovers’ Library.’’ This is an ar- 
rangement of text-books, scores and selected music rolls, by 
which the works of the great masters are analyzed and ex- 
plained. Where music study was once a study of mathe- 
matics, it has now become a@ pleasure for everybody. In- 
stead of grouping among dry formulas, the student learns 
to know and appreciate music simply by hearing it, assisted 
by the explanations and comments of recognized ,authori- 
ties. 

In its brief history, the Pianola has been developed to 
an extent that could not have been foreseen seven years 
ago. Yet the development to come in new fields of useful- 
ness will be even more wonderful. The Pianola even today, 
with its world-wide popularity, is only in the borderland of 
its usefulness. 

Because it lends itself to so many places, occasions and 
kinds of music, the pianoforte has been called ‘‘the universal 
instrument.’’ The Pianola, however, is broader in scope. 
It unlocks the piano’s treasure-house of harmony and 
melody as no human performer-could do. A famous virtuoso 
excels in but one field of music, whereas the Pianola excels 
in all fields. It is the royal introduction to musi¢ as a whole. 

No amount of patient study of any musical instrument, 
no years of attendance at opera and concert, no delving into 
scores of musical literature, will give the acquaintance with 
music that may be gained in a few weeks by the owner of 
a Pianola, who may not know the distinction between the 
bass and treble cleff or the letters of the chromatic scale. 

While the Pianola is the ‘‘open sesame”’ to all that is 
highest in music, it is also a humanly familiar instrument, 
capable of rendering popular selections, accompaniments, 
dance tunes, favorite old songs, college glees and the homely 
and lowly.

Indians in Northeastern Oklahoma was 
offered to Prantz he refused the appoint- 
ment, bécausa the salary, $1800 a year, 
connected with the position, was not

for him to give up the postmastership 
at Enid. 

Immediately Frantz received a tele- 
gram from Secretary E. A. Hitchcock, 
asking him to meet the secretary in 
St. Louis and naming the date, Frantz 
complied with the request, and while 
talking. the matter over they lunched 
together. 

‘T did not indorse you for the posi- 
tion,’’ admitted Secretary Hitchcock, 
‘‘for I indorsed an army officer for the 
place, but the President wants you to 
take the position. He says there has 
been considerable graft going on at the 
Osage Agency and he wants you to 
clean; it up’ for him."’ 

“All right,” answered Capt. Frantz, 
‘if the President asked me to go to 
South Africa, and there wasn’t a cent 
in it, id- take the trip even if I lost 
money in doing it. I'll take the place.”’ 
Shortly afterward Frantz was installed 
as agent for the Osage Indians, and 
there has been no hint of graft since 
he became agent. In fact, the Osages 
have progressed more rapidly than ever 
before.

Spanish bullet in the fight on San Juan 
Hill, Lieut. Frantz of his company, was 
the first man to extend Support to the 
stricken Rough Rider, and later Frantz 
became captain to succeed his dead 
friend. It was at that voint that the 
intimacy between Roosevelt and Frantz 
begun. 

Both Frantz and his brother, Orville 
Frantz of Harvard, known in college 
circles as “‘Homerun’’ Frantz, are fre- 
juent visitors at the White House, and 
both are athletes. 

Frank is a boxer while Orville ig a 
wrestier. The !atter in wrestling with 
the President has never been able to 
throw him, but his brother Frank has 
the record of flooring his former colonel 
with the gloves several times. 

A Strenuous Family. 

There are four Frantz boys, John, 
Frank, Waiter and Orville. All have 
starred at times on the diamond,: al- 
though John and Frank have never be- 


come the enthusiastic players that Wal- 
ter and Orville have developed into. The 
latter made such a record in college 
baseball several seasons ago, that he 
earned the national reputation of 
‘‘Homerun”’ Frantz, and the services of 
Walter as a pitcher and batter have 
been such as to make a prominent fig- 
ure in the mejor league. 

He is now a glab artist for the St. 
Louis Cardinals. Frank is an enthu- 
siastic ‘“‘fan’’ and never misses a game 
of baseball if he is anywhere in the 
neighborhood of the game. 

The Frantz boys used to have a team 
of thelz own, starring throughout West- 
ern and Central Kansas and Oklahoma, 
and winnthg the championship for sev- 
eral seasons. 

Gov. Ferguon’s displacement,in favor 
of Capt. Frantz was a repetition of the 
old story of the boy who cried wolf so 
often in jest that the neighborhood was 
unprepared when the wolf came finally 





and raided the flock. 


Stories of the candidacy of Frantz had 
been current in Oklahoma for months, 
and as early as last July persons who 
claimed to be in the confidence of the 
“Rough Rider’ captain said they knew 
positively that President Roosevelt had 
told Frantz in Washington several 
weeks earlier that he could be Governor 
if he wished the place. 


Playing for the Office. 


There were few persons, if any, who 
did not believe that Frantz could get 
‘the appointment if there should be a 
vacancy. Gov. Ferguson's record in 
carrying out the policy laid down by 
President Roosevelt and the: latter’s 
known commendation of Gov. Fergu- 
son’s official conduct, made the proba- 
bility of a change seemingly small. 

Furthermore, Ferguson was managing 
the. affairs of the territory in keeping 
with the national policy of President 
Roosevelt, which antagonized graft and 
corruption in public office, and it was 











believed that President Roosevelt would 
honor Ferguson with a second term, if 
for no other reason than that the Gov- 
ernor of Oklahoma was the kind of man 
that the President had said repeatedly 
was worthy of confidence and recogni- 
tion. This lulled*any suspicion the Fer- 
guson forces had of impending danger, 
and when the wolf came in earnest they 
were unprepared. 

Frantz took the MeGuire men into 
his confidence and revealed the future. 
More than a month ago he said pri- 
vately that he would be Governor, but 
this was not until after he had found 
that the McGuire men were united in 
his interests. He made a quiet cam- 
paign’ and extended his acquaintance. 
He contemplated accepting Invitations 
to make speeches, but was warned that 


this would make him too conspicuous. 


and arouse the opposition. 

Cc. M. Cade, national committeeman, 
and the avowed enemy of Gov.

Combined with the reformatory move- 
ment inaugurated by President Roose- 
velt and seconded by the heads of the 
various universities, and the close 
championship struggles now waging in 
the East and the West, the sensational 
expose of alleged graft and dishonor in 
prominent Western universities being 
published in an Eastern weekly, wilh 
tend to make the football season of 
19% a red letter one in the annals of 
the game. 

The articles, two of which have been 
published, have created considerable 
comment throughout the country. They 
arraign and pretend to lay bare the very 
heart of the athletic systems of the 
universities known as the Big Nine. 
They charge with deadly directness, but 
with little proof, all dishonorable acts 
which a school could be guilty of in 
“buying football victories,”’ under 
which caption the articles have been 
published. 

In the first of these papers Chicago 
University, Northwestern and the Uni- 
versity of Illinois were ‘‘exposed;’’ the 
second paper was devoted to the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, the alma mater 
of the writer of the articles, and next 
week, I understand, we are to see Michi- 
gan vivisected. 

Chicago Charges Not New. 

The charges made against Chicago, 
with the exception of Halfback De 
Tray’s case, are not particularly new. 
The accusation that Eckersall was of- 
fered financial inducements were treeiy 
circulated by Michigan alumni in 1904, 
when the great little quarterbac« chose 
Chicago as his Alma Mater. Charges 
and counter charges were published tor 
weeks in the Chicago dailies, but with 
the usual result in such cases—no di- 
rect evidence was produced and every- 
thing went on beautifuily.

Now, it seems, when out Of Col- 
lege ane@ in a position to make such 
stories profitable, he has thrown aside 
all university ties and shot to kill.

TIM HURST ON 
UMPIRES’ WOES 


Famous Baseball Official Taiks 
Entertainingly of 
Baseball, 


‘“‘Umpiring baseball games is, perhaps, 
the hardest work and the most thank- 
less in professional lines. Ishmael was 
a prime favorite and a much loved per- 
son compared with the man who must 
decide each day's play which may set- 
tle a game Or even the resuit of a pen- 
nant race,’ says Tim Hurst. 

“Quick judgment, quick eye and rapid 
action on the feet are prime requisites 


of an umpire—and the man who acis 
laster and tninks faster tnan anotner 
and haS nerve anu decisiun Usually sSuc- 
ceeds in that ijiine of work. ‘ie umpire, 
aeaiing with baipiayers primed up to 
Luc Qighest pitcn of exciiement, des- 
perate and earnest in their intent to 
win, facing a crowd that always is 
partlisan, needs every ounce of cOvuiness 
and decision in his makeup to do this 
work weil. 

‘Umpires and born and not made. The 
best baliplayers, the men with the 
coolest judgment while playing the 
gare, often go all to pieces when the 
entire responsibility of the game is 
thrown upon their shouiders. Often 
even hardened old stagers break to 
pieces under the heavy punishment 
from the bieachers and stands, and not 
infrequently from the anger and re- 
sentment of players themselves. 

‘ine umpire in the minor leagues, 
who is not as well protected from the 
players and crowds as in the American 
and National, has his own troubies and 
the stories of assaults by players, at- 
tacks by crowds, and abuse from the 
rowdy element in the bleachers and 
stands are of daily occurrence. 

“The main source of trouble with um- 

ires is in deciding too quickly. This 

s natural. An umpire wants to make 
his decision in a flash and desires never 
to show any hesitation that may 
seized upon by the players. Therefore 
he decides a man safe or out the sec- 
ond, or the fraction of a second, that 
a play is completed; and, frequently, 
an eighth of a second later, he sees he 
was wrong. Perhaps the ball is muffed, 
or the player draws a foot off the base, 
and then there is a howl, from every 
direction. The umpire who knows that

If the twentieth cen- 
tury fighter does not possess a nat- 
ural punch he does his best to culti- 
vate one. If he has it he always has 
a chance to win. Hence he popu- 
lar and a money maker, Spectators 
love the man with the wallop. It is 
liable to get in its work at any time. 
That is what makes fights of great in- 
terest. No matter how skillful and 
clever a2 man may be, he is never so 
interesting or so popular as he who has 
the punch. Sullivan, Fitzsimmons, Sla- 
vin, McAuliffe, Sharkey, McCoy, Jeff- 
ries, Dixon, McGovern and other men 
who owned a punch and who were at 
any moment liable to end a battle or 
turn a tide of defeat into a torrent of 
success with a single blow of a 
powerful arm have always been more 
popular than extraordinarily § skillful 
men like Jim Corbett, Attell and Erne. 

As far as the writer's research goes, 
and it will be seen by this story that 
it extends to the very beginning of ring 
fighting, the grextest hitters of the ring 
were Bill Neate, the Bristol Bull, who 
flourished around the year 1830; Gas 
Hickman, who was a contemporary of 
Neate; Henry Pterce, the Game Chick- 
en, who was champion of England in 
1805; Samuel Ellas, known as Dutch 
Sam, who fought around the 
days _of Pearce, Bob Fitzsimmons 
Kid McCoy, John L. Sulsuvan and James

Skill ws. Hard Hitting. 

It has seldom occurred that skill and 
hard hitting have been combined in the 
Same man. Pearce was a clever man, 
yet a hard hitter. McCoy was very 
clever and could end anv fight with a 
wallop. Jeffries is a fairly skillful, yet 
is mot an extremely hard hitter or a 
very clever man. Fitzsimmons, a tre- 
mendous hitter, is only fairly clever. 
Skill seems to destroy all desire to hit 
hard in fighters and ability to hit ren- 
ders a@ man contemptuous of skill. In- 
deed, it is possible that a fighter be- 
comes skillful only when he finds that 
he cannot hit hard. Lacking ability, he 
calls art to his rescue. Then it 
ie a fact that skill is, to a great degree, 
incongruous or incompatible with hard 
hitting in that to hit hard the fighter 
must lay himself open to counter, stand 
fast or advance regardless of results. 
AN of these things a skillful man hates 
to do. 

While McCoy, Jeffries, Sharkey and 
Sullivan must be classed as hard hit- 
ters, they are by no means in the same 
class as Neate, Hickman, Pearce, Fitz- 
“simmons or Dutch Sam. These fellows 
form the Big Five of Hard Hitterdom. 
Beginning at the very beginning, so to 
speak, James Figg, the first champion 
of England and of the prize ring, was 
not a hard hitter. Pipes, 1730; Greeting, 
17%; George Taylor, 1736, and Jack 
Broughton, 1740, who succeeded Figg, 
were not fearful wallopers. Broughton, 
by the way, devised and invented the 
boxing glove in much same fashion as 
it exists today. For years the gloves 
were called Broughtonian mufflers by 
Englishmen. 

Slack First of Sluggers. 

The first noted slugger we come across 

in Fistiana is Jack Slack, who was 


champion of England in 1760. Pancratia 
says that his blows were delivered with 


such force and precision that a hard 
blow of any kind was called ‘“‘slack.” 
On top of Slack comes another famous 

hitter, Bill Stevens, who beat the 
 ehampion in 1760. Pancratia says that 
Stevens disabled Slack’s right arm and 
broke down his guard by repeated blows 
Gelivered upon the forearm. 

Ben Brain, who was champion after 
Stevens, was a hard hitter. He beat the 
handsome Tom Johnson with a single 
‘punch on the nose, which was so hard 
that it brought torrents of blood and 
prevented Johnson from breathing. Fitz- 
simmons accomplished a similar feat 
when he first fought Maher at New Or- 
‘Jeans. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
up to the days of Daniel Mendoza, the 
Jew, who was champion in 1792, the true

Pearce Was a Daisy. 

In 18% we come to one of the grand- 
est hitters and most skillful men that 
sever graced the ring. He was Henry 
Pearce, the Game (“hicken, a native of 
Bristol. Pearce wrested the champion - 
ship from the accomplished Belcher. A 
graceful and accomplished boxer, 
Pearce was the nossessor of a terrific 
punch. It was nothing for him to drop 
an opponent with a single smash. It is 
important that the reader should bear 
in mind that all these men fought with 
the bare knuckles and that they dare 
not throw their whole weight and 
strength with the blow, lest they might 
hit the head, elbow or some other hard 
and invulnerable point 
nent’s anatomy and break the hand. 
Hence they were obliged to hit wiih 
great accuracy and Snap and to tem- 
per their blows, yet make them count. 
In respect of keen, utting hitting they 
were far in advance of the wild swing- 
ers of today, whose bandaged and 
gloved hands render them fearless of 
injury to their fighting tools.

of Sir William Gully, recently speaker 
of the English House of Commons he 
knocked that clever and skillful fighter 
down more than twenty times with 
clean wallops on the neck, cheek and 
jowl.

Cribb Was a Leviathan. 

When Pearce died of consumption at 
the early age of 30 Gully, who was the 
only man to give him a good fight, suc- 
ceeded to his title. Gully was neither 
very fast, very clever or a hard hitter, 
but was clever and a g00d general. 
Gully was succeeded by Cribb in 1809. 
Cribb was a big man—5 feet 10 Inches 
tall, and weighed 220 pounds in condi- 
tion. He wads slow, but a hard hitter 
and a fine general. He was the first 
man who Introduced the tactics of 
milling while retreating. Prior to his 
day fighters were either aggressive or 
entirely retrogressive. They either 
rushed or ran. There was not any in- 
termediate stage. Cribb demonstrated 
that it was possible to retreat and sti}! 
inflict great punishment 
antagonist. 

-Wonderful Lightweight Hitted. 

In the time of Cribb there was a man. 
a lightweight named Samuel Elias, a 
Hebrew, born in Holand and known as 
Dutch Sam. He must be rated as one 
of the most terrific hitters ever known 
to the ring. From printed descriptions 
of Elias he‘must have been another 
Fitzsimmons—ail arms, shoulders and 
chest. Though only 5 feet 6 inches in 
height and weighing 133 pounds, he beat 
the best 154 and 160 pound men of his 
day. He had the arms, shoulders and 
chest of a heavyweight, with the under- 
pinning, neck and head of a boy, in 
fact, another Fitzsimmons, 

Great hitter as the glant Cribb was, 
good judges of fighters held that if 
Elias and Tom could be matched to ex- 
change blow for blow Elias would have 
chance to win, though he was 
90 ponds lighter than the champion. 
Elias was the inventor of the uppercut

For two days he could not be 
convinced that his head was not 
knocked off his shoulders. Hickmar 
knew how to deliver his blow. It is 
said that he sent his whole body with 
it and that his right leg left the floor 
as it landed: The same was remarked 
about Sullivans greatest wallops. 

The Bristol Bull. 

it so happened that in the days ol 
Hickman's pride another tremendous 
hitter adorned the British ring. It was 
Bill Neate, a fellow townsman of Gas, 
and known as-the Bristol Bull. When 
this pair met in the ring they gave an

Neate had been doing a 
stunt in public felling bulls with his 
fist armored in steel knucks. These 
knucks are still on exhibition at Kris- 
tol.

Neate beat Gas 
with four terrific blows. In the fourth 
round the Bull put Gas down with an 
awful neck shot, said to have been one 
of the inost terrific blows ever delivered 
in a ring. In the fifth a crack on the 
cheek ali but did for Hickman. The 
sixth brought him a belly punch that 
dropped him like a poled axed ox. Still, 
So strong was the man that he came up 
smiling for the eighth. Neate caught 
him such a terrific blow between thé 
eyes that after standing motionless for 
a noticeable period Hickman gave a Ccon- 
Vulsive leap into the air. thtew his 
hands up aml fell on his back like a log. 
Gentleman Jackson, who seconded Hick- 
man, said that Neate possessed one 
grand quality beyond all that art could 
teach, in that one blow from his right 
delivered at proper distance and in cor- 
rect time would give him victory over 
any ordinary man, while three such 
blows would kill a giant.’’ Hickman en- 
dured three of them and went down to 
the fourth. 

Hickman and Neate must be classed 
as two of the four greatest hitters of all 
Fistiana.

case on record in which farmers have 
accomplished anything by organizing. 

The 22 counties, comprising the Clarks- 
ville Dark Tobacco District, produce 
annually about $10,000,000 worth of to- 
bacco, most of which is ra.sed in the 
eight counties immediately surrounding 
Clarksville. 

For nearly a century the tobacco 
growers brought their product io 
Clarksville, whither buyers came from 
all-over the world and bought their to- 
baeceo on the Clarksville Exchange. 

Until a few years ago farmers were 
receiving from $12 to $20 per hundred 
pounds. About five years ago the buy- 
ers for the Italian Government, the Im- 
perial Tobacco Co., the Continental To- 
bacco Co., and the American Tobacco 
Co, began buying in the fields, paying 
the farmer as much for his tobacco 
there as he could get On the Clarks- 
vile Exchange. 

This practically broke up the Ex- 
change in one year, and four years ago 
there was no tobacco sold there. With 
the Exchange absolutely, and most of 
the warehouses closed or converted to 
other uses, the price of tobacco began 
going down. For two years the farmers 
supposed some foreign condition caused 
the decline, and continued to raise big 
crops, waiting for an advance in price. 

The price continued to drop, however, 
until the crop of 1%6 sold for an average 
of $4 per hundred. 

Then the farmers began to investigate 
and found that the four big concerns 
buying the tobacco paid the same price 
in almost every tnstance. 

Farmers Get Together. 

They concluded that there was a pool 
of the interests of the four big buying 
concerns and began devising a plan to 
defeat thém. Felix G. Ewing of Cedar 
Hill, a farmer worth fully $500,000, and 
who raised about 275,00 pounds of tobac- 
co yearly on his big plantation, took 
the matter up personally and called a 
meeting of farmers at Guthrie, Ky., for 
Sept. 24. 1964. There were about 4000 
farmers present, and they were In ses- 
sion for two days. Ewing made a num- 
ber of addresses, in which he recom- 
mended the organization of an assocla- 
tlon for the protetction of the plan.ers 
and agreed to see that a farmer cc: ld 
nd 
draw a certain amount of money c | | 
without selling. 

The organization was formed under 
the name of the Dark Tobacco District 
Planters’ Protective Association of Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee. It secured a char- 
ter and was made a corporation, with 
a strong capital made up of membership 


fees. 
At this meeting a vice-president 
elected for each of the counties repre- 
sented, and they began at once to form 
county organizations. 
This done, district organizations were 
formed, each bearing a close relation to 
the general organization. Within a few 
months the eight largest producing 
counties were well organized, Chairman 
Ewing declaring that 99 per cent of the 
tobacco farmers had joined. 
A fund was raised through the assist- 
ance of certain banks and individuals 
and nearly all the crop of 194 was held 
over in warehouses. 

Trust's Master-Stroke. 
The price began to advance steadily, 
but the association refused to sell. By 
the first of January, 1905, the price had 
doubled and by September of this year 
the trust buyers were offering $10 for 
ordinary grades. 
The association Executive Committee 
still refused to sell and the buyers went 
after the “independent” farmers who 
had not joined the association. These 
farmers sold their tobacco at from $12 
to $15 per hundred. 

This has enraged the assoc‘ation mem. 
bers, who assert that the trust paid 
these big prices merely tg discourage 
the members of the association and 
force a disintegration. 

Once a man has placed his tobacco in 
a warehouse of the association, he can- 
not withdraw it, and this prevented 
many farmers from leaving the associa- 
tion. =. 
Why the buyers would not pay the 
same price to association farmers they 
paid to independents has not been ex- 
plained. by the trust buyers, but it is 
generally regarded as the trust's master 
thrust at organization.

MARLIN, Tex., Nov. 18.—N. T. Den- 
a substantial negro of Marlin, has 


just returned from Chicago, where he 
‘attended the Colored National Baptist 








Convention with about 75 other delegates 
from Texas. He is thoroughly convinced 
that in the South the negro fares bet- 
ter than in any other section. 

Denson has a home in Marlin anda 
farm near town, and says he is better 
satisfied with his lot than he has ever 
been—in fact, he is proud that he re- 
sides in the South and owns property 
here. He says he wishes he could reach 
every negro in the South and impress 
upon them how fortunate they are in 
having a country like the South in 
which to live, where they can al] ob- 
tain homes of thelr own. He says: 

“T have always called myself a South- 
ern man, and I thought before I went 
to Chicago that I loved my Southern 
home, but I now know I love it, for I 
can feel] this love tingling all through 
my body; the very name ‘South’ now 
has a strong and peculiar charm for 
me. 

Education, But No Work. 

“They told me in Chicago that if [I 
lived there my children could go to 
school with white children. I replied 
I did not like mixing of races, and 
then asked who taught those schools, 
and they told me white people. I told 
them, yes, they would educate my chil- 
dren with white children, but that after 
they educated my child, they would not 
give him a school to teach; that if he 
wanted to be a mechanic they would 
not. give him work or admit him to the 
labor unions; that if he should get a 
wagon and a team they wouldn't give 
him any hauling. 

‘“T had been told that of the 175,000 
negroes in Chicago very few owned 
property, and most of them oft@n suf- 
fered because they could not get work. 
Wiile I could hear of negro children 
in white schools, I could not hear of 
negro men and women in white stores 
and workshops. I could not find any 
negroes on the building jobs about the 
city. 

“T tohi some of these people that down 
in Texas negro men and women were 
Allowed to teach our children and the 
white folks paid them good salaries for 
it. That cornered them; they couldn't 
reply. 

“In going through Illinois I saw great 
farms with none but white people on 
them. I got off the train at a station 
about the size of Marlin and asked a 
white man if there were many negroes 
in his town; he said no. I asked him if 
there were any on the farms about 
there, ana he told me there was noth- 
ing there for the negro. to do. This 
didn’t sound good to me. 

“T was told later that the land owners 
in Illinois would not rent land to negro 
tenants. J] could not help thinking how 
anxious our land owners are to rent to 
us, and how kind they often are in 
furnish! ng their poor negro tenants with 
food and clothing and teams while mak- 
ing crops. Brother Gordon and I talked 
of this on thé train, and he sald to me, 
‘the devil take such a country as this— 


I want to get back to Texas as quick as 
I can.’ I felt the same way. 
The “Poor” at Home. 

“When they told me that. the poorer 
negroes in Chicago didn't have meat 
morc than once a week and how hard it 
was to get fuel in winter, I thought of 
poor negroes in the post oaks near Mar- 
lin, who go into the woods when the 
weather gets cold and cut and haul 
great piles of wood to make warm fires, 
Who can go to their pens and killa hog 
weighing 200 or 300 pounds, who can she! 
as much corn from their own. cribs as 
they want. They didn’t seem poor to 
me when I compared their. condition 
with that of Chicago and the North's 
poor negroes. 

“IT want to say, we don’t realize what 
a great blessing we. have in living 
among the white people of the South. 
We are with our friends. They treat all 
of us well who deserve good treatment.

Germany’s Tariff War. 


Germany’s new tariff goes into effect 


next March, and under its operations a 
growing market will be virtually closed 
to a considerable volume of American 
exports. In fact, Germany is now our 
second-best foreign customer. Hence, if 
Germany's new retaliatory tariff shuts 
us out from the Kaiser's ports, it goes 
without saying that the loss thus occa- 
sioned will be more or less felt by the 
home industries that have been doing 
a good business in that market. 

But a still more serious menace is 
threatened by Germany's retaliation, in 
that Emperor William's Government 
now very hargely cortrols the teriff polt- 
cies of Continental Europe, France ex- 
cepted; so that the Kaiser’s domain is 
not the only part of Europe in which 
our trade will be deleteriously affected, 
to some degree at least, should nothing 
be done by this country to check in its 
appearance of a European tariff war on 
the United States.

Former Must Increase Popula- 
tion and Latter American- 
ize What She Has. 





Gy Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. i18.—President 
Roosevelt has received from the public 
printer the rough proofs of the message 
ne Will send to the Fifiy-ninta Congress 
when it opens in a little more than two 
weeks. The proofs are unusually 
“clean’’ and very little revision will be 
necessary. 

The message is a little longer than 
the annudél message of last year, and a 
greater variety of subjects will be urged 
upon the attention of Congress. 

The principal feature will be the dis- 
cussion of the railway rate question, but 
strong recommendations in regard to 
Federal control of life insurance com- 
panies will also made. Mr. Rovse- 
velt has discussed the insurance ques- 
tion several times with Senator Dry- 
den of New Jersey, and others who are 
conversant with the subject, and it is 
expected that the part of the message 
dealing with this matter will be soine- 
what more extended than it was last 
Year. 

Besides these two highly important 
subjects, the coming session of Con- 
gress will be called upon to discuss 
many other matters of proposed legis- 
lation that will attract the interest of 
the country. One of these will be the 
admission of new States to the Union. 
There is likely to be a dec ded shifting 
of position since last session. 

Only One State Probable. 

It is understood that the committces 
on territories of both House and Sen- 
ate are inclined to stand by the old pro- 
gram of creating two states out of the 
four territories, but it will not be a sur- 
prise if this program fails to meet the 
approval of a majority of the Republi- 
can senators and representatives. 

Since the question of statehood for 
those four Southwest territories was 
brought into Congress many senators 
and representatives have personally in- 
vestigated the existing conditions in the 
territories and the result is that senti- 
ment among public men is crystallizing 
in favor of the plan of admitting Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory to statehood 
and jetting Arizona and New Mexico 
wait. 

There does not seem to be a dissenting 
volce against the proposed admission of 
Ghiahome and Indian Territory. Differ- 
ence of opinion does exist as to 
whether the two territories should be 
admitted as one State, or whether they 
should be admitted as separate States, 
but on the main proposition—the prepar- 
edness of these two territories for 


ee —there is no dissenting opin- 
on.

Sustain Arizona’s Protest. 
Those member of Congress who vis- 


ited New Mexico and Arizona since 
Congress adjourned last March, it is 
averred, without exception have come 
back convinced that the territories are 
not ready for statehood. The people of 
Arizona have protested from the first 
against being Iinked with New Mexico, 
and members of\Congress who have vis- 
ited the territory say the protest is well 
taken. 

The principal objection raised by the 
people of Arizona to single statehood 
for the two territories is that they 
woula be dominated in all things by 
the people of New Mexico, with whom 
they have but litlte in common.

Young Plunger Says He Was 
Buncoed Out of $18,500 
in Power Deal. 





_ Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Joseph Leiter will 
refuse to pay judgments amounting to 
$18,500 found against him in New York, 


in connection with the gigantic pool 
deal of the International Power Co. 

Leiter, who returned to Chicago from 
New York today, is firm in the convic- 
tion that he has been made the “holder 
of the bag’ in a gigantic swindle and 
declared he would fight the payment of 
the judgments ‘‘to the last ditch.’’ 

“I was sick in bed,’ he said, ‘“‘when 
this power deal, which has caused me 80 
much annoyance, was put through. I 
knew nothing of it and don’t intend to 
be made a scapegoat of by anyone. I 
‘ am in no way financially embarrassed, 
but an: as strong from a money stand- 
point as ever. I trace the origin of 
these stories to the fact that I have re- 
fused to stand and deliver when called 
upon. 

“Any action which I may have taken 
in the matter since my recovery has 
been purely protective on my part. The 
$8500 note given to Gifford, Hobbs, Has- 
kel & Beard was in the nature of a fee 
to them for their services. The $10,000 
note ugainst the L. Z. Leiter estate was 
given also in a protective mood. In 
case the $8500 note didn’t stand up for 
me, I expected the other one would.” 

The cases referred to by the former 
wheat king are those in which Deputy 
Sheriff McCcurt of New York has re 
ceived attachments aggregating $18,500 
against Leiter in favor of Francis A. 
Huck, casbler for Attorneys Gifford, 
Hobbs, Haskell & Beard of New York. 

One is a note of $10,000 made by Mr. 
Leiter at Chicago on Nov. 4, 1905, to the 
order of the executors and trustees of 
the tate of L. Z. Leiter. The Sheriff 
serv this attachment on Edward R. 
Thomas, Orlando F. Thomas and Edwin 
M. Post, against whom Mr. Leiter ob- 
tained a judgment for $7174 on Dec. 10 
last. 

The other attachment is on a demand 
note of $8300 made by Mr. Leiter in this 
city on Nov. 10, payable to the order of 
Gifford, Hobbs, Haskell & Beard at 
their office, payment of which was de- 
manded on Nov. 10 and refused. Gif- 
ford, Hobbs, Haskell & Beard were 
Mr. Leiter’s lawyers in the recent power 


pool litigation.

ANARCHISTS’ CLUB 


Youthful President Slays One 
Officer Before She Is 
Subdued. 


BUKHAREST, Nov. 18.—While en- 
gaged in searching for a missing school- 
girl, the police at Jassy_have discovered 
an Anarchist Club composed of ” 
from id to 2 years of age. 

Annetta Vanescu, the 16-year-old 
daughter of a local tailor, was presiding 
over the Geliberations of the club, which 
was held in a disused wine cellar, on the 
walls of which were painted in red vari- 
ous revolutionary mottoes. 

About 30 girls were present, and upon 
the arrival of the police all began to 
sing the Anarchist hymn, the ‘‘Interna- 
tionale.’’ 

When the police announced that the 
members of the club were under arrest, 
the girl Canescu rushed at one of the 


constables and stabbed him with a dag- 
ger, inflict'ng injuries from which he 
died shortly afterwards. 

Meanwhile four other policemen ar- 
rested the rest of the girls, who fought 
desperately, scratching and biting the 
men

SHADOW EVIDENCE | 


AIDS. COUNTESS To 
_ GET HER DIVORCE 


What Witness Saw Through 
Curtains Sufficient to 
Satisfy Court, 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

LONDON, Nov. 18.—A _ decree nisi, 
with costs, was granted yesterday in 
the Divorce Court to Anna, Countess de 
Hamil de Manin, on the ground of the 
cruelty and misconduct of her husband, 
Gustave Leon Albert, Count de Hamil 
de Manin. 

Shortly after the opening of the pro- 
ceedings yesterday the Count’s counsel 
withdrew the coutercharge of miscon- 
duct against the Countess, and Mr. Jus~- 
tice Bargrave Deane Suggested that as 
both the parties to the suit were get- 
ting on in life, some arrangement might 
be reached for a judicial separation in- 
stead of a divorce. Mr. Barnard, for 
the Countess, replied that this could not 
be considered, as his client was desir- 
ous of obtaining a divorce. 

Mrs. Whitehouse, who lived at Sear- 
borough in 1894, testified that on the day 
of the alleged attack by the Count on 
his wife, she called at the house where 
they lodged, and saw through the vesti- 
buie door the shadows of two persons— 
the Count and Countess. Immediately 
afterwards the Count’S head came 
through the glass of the door, and he 
was cut and bleeding. The Count did 
not strike his wife, and she did not fall 
down and faint. 

In delivering his judgment, Mr. Justice 
Bargrave Deane said that, although it 
had been stated that the Count married 
for his wife’s money and the Countess 
for the title, he believed that the mar- 
riage was one of affection on both sides.

A joyous afternoon on the river was 
ended in sadness for a party of 25 young 
men by the drowning of Giles A. Tain- 
tor, aged 30, of 5172 Morgan street, at 
the foot of Washington avenue, Satur- 


day night, when he fell from the gang- 
plank of the launch Saturn, in which 
the party had cruised 
Rocks and back. 
Taintor was manager of the St. Louis 
office of the Remington Typewriter Co, 
coming to this city from New York 
three years ago. His father had been 
visiting him and left for New York 
Saturday morning. The news of his 
death was tclegraphed to the father. 


ae Taintor had been married two years, 


his wife being a Miss Tait. 

The Saturn, in which the pleasure trip 
was taken, is a 150-foot boat, owned by 
Peter Wilson, 4410 West Pine boulevard, 
president of the Wilson Lumber and 
Land Co. He was not with the party. 

On the return most of the party went 
to the Missouri Athletic Club for dinner. 
Taintor left the others, saying he had 
business at the Planters’ Hotel, and he 
took dinner at the hotel. He made an 
appointment with some of the others to 
join him at the hotel after dinner, and 
they then went back to the boat. 

Among those. who returned to the 
Saturn were H. D. Mepham, 2646 Keo- 
kuk street; G. H. Lillemann of 2131 Rus- 
sell avenue, Edward A. Hoberg, Deputy 
Wharf Commissioner, 3319 Michigan ave- 
nue; J. A. Kellner, 2131 Russell avenue, 
and W. D. Walsh of S5172A Morgan 
street. 

The Saturn was anchored alongside 

the Diamond Joe stationary wharfboat. 
The gangplank was merely a _ board 
about three feet wide and ten feet long. 
It was wet and slippery because of the 
rain and its incline from the wharf- 
boat to the launch made walking diffi- 
cult. 
Taintor was the last to step on the 
plank. He was some distance behind 
Walsh, at whose invitation he had joined 
the party. The others were already 
aboard the boat, Walsh says, when he 
heard his friend fall. 

As he turned”to look, Walsh says, he 
saw Taintor sinking near the wharf- 
boat. He shouted to the others, but 
Bone dared dive overboard after Taintor.

but saw. him sink before they reached 
him.

Evangelical bodies, and when the great 
audience which had listened to the re- 
port in almost breathless silence, real- 
ized that the long dream of church 
unity had become true, a scene follow- 
ed which will become hiStoric. The Rev. 
Dr. Wim. «si. Roberts (Presbyterian) 
sprang to his feet and in trembling 
voice cried: 

‘Tet us all join in singing the doxol- 
ogy.’ Nearly 5000 persons arose as one 
man, and the fine old hymn echoed 
through the grezt hall, stirring every 
heart. 

Bishop Hendrix in presenting the re- 
port, which was .read by Dr. Ridington 
D. Lord (Free Baptist), of Brooklyn, 
said: 

“Gladstone said that the constitution 
of the United States was the greatest 
document ever known to man,’’ contin- 
ued the bishop, “but Gladstone had not 
seen this report.” 

There was a ripple of laughter which 
ceased when Bishop Hendrix sald: 

“We have drafted, we believe, a docu- 
ment that will stand in the epochs of 
the church as‘one of the most important 
that Christendom has known.” 

When the reading and the applause 
were over, it was unanimously voted to 
receive the report for discussion and 
adoption on Monday. Bishop Whitaker 
(Protestant Episcopal) presided. 

All Except Unitarian. 

The plan of union proposed in the re- 
port will have to be adopted by the na- 
tional bodies of each church represented 
or adhering to it. It takes in all the 
churches except the Unitarian. Hope 
was expressed that the Roman Catho- 
lies, to whom the door is open, would 
enter. 

The object of the plan is to establish 
a working co-operation among. the 
churches. To provide for a- ITederal 
council, another governing body, which 
will have nothing to say about creeds 
or forms of worship but will have for its 


function to devise méans of carrying on 
national evangelistic work. In the vari- 
ous cities local councils will carry on 
their activities under general supervision 
of the head body. 

The Federal council will have a presi- 
dent, a Vice-president from each denoml- 
nation, a secretary-treasurer and an ex- 
ecutive committee composed of seven 
ministers and seven laymen. The coun- 
cil will meet every four years; an execu- 
tive committee exercising power of the 
council within intervals. 

The federation contemplates great and 
general revivals, movements national 
and state legislation to control the 
liquor and other traffics opposed by the 
church and the ameliorization of the 
cundition of the poor in cities and of 
emigrants. 

It is hoped to have the plan in opera- 
tion through the local councils within 
a ‘year.

ithe Workmens Council held a _ pro- 
tracted session and hotly discussed the 
question of the abandoiment of the 
strike. Many of those present, especial- 
ly the leaders of the extremist faction, 
advocated a continuance of the strike, 
deciaring that only war to the knife 
with the Government was possible, and 
urged that the strike be enforced until 
the Cronstadt mutineers were uicoundi- 
uionally pardoned and martial law in Po- 
iand aboiished. 


Argue Stand to Guns. 
The inuansigeaiuis ing.sied thut the in- 


dustrial proletariat of the whole coun- 
try was ready to flare outina resump- 
tion of the former general strike if tne 
St. Petersburg workmen would stand to 
their guns only a few days longer. They 
declared that the Sirike Comnnittee in 
Moscow was tonight debating the ques- 
tion .of joining the cail for a universal 
strike, and produced a telegram from 
Ribinsk, saying that the workmen in 
the shops of the motor power depart- 
ment of the railroad had struck today 
and that traffic was at a standstill. 

The orators of the other faction re- 
sented sharply the insinuations of 
treachery and poltroonery, and warned 
their opponents that they ran the dan- 
ger of being deserted and entirely dis- 
credited if they persisted in ordering a 
continuance of the strike. 

The division of sentiment has been 
acute among the leaders of the large 
body of workmen who opposed the 
strike and who hitherto have been held 
in line through loyalty. 


Committee’s Proclamation. 
The raliroad Strike commitieve covered 


the abandonment of its position in the 
following proclamation: 

“The strke of the St. Petersburg 
railroad workmen has shown the gZov- 
ernment that the execution of the cruel 
measures, like the death penalty will 
always meet the active resistance of the 
working classes. The Strike has shown 
that our power is growing and if later 
the committee finds it necessary to 
offer the government decisive battle, we 
will conquer, 

“Comrades, gird yourselves for the 
Struggle. When it is found necessary 
all the railroads in Russia will strike 
-‘mmediately and will continue the strug- 
gie until the government fulfils all our 
political and economic demands.”’ 


EMPEROR JOINS HOLY 
SYNOD IN PRAYERS. 


The Emperor yesterday received at 
Tsarkoe-Selo a deputation of clergy of 
the Holy Synod and joined them in 
prayers for restoration of peace and 
tranquillity of Russia, the appeasement 
of class hatreds and the establishment 
of mutual relations of love and confi- 
dence between ail the citizens of the 
empire. The ceremony was impressive. 

The Metropolitan formally blessed the 
Emperor with a sacred ikon, which His 
Majesty devoutly kissed, and expressed 
his gratitude for the blessing. 

“I strongly desire all the clergy, es- 
pecially the village priests, to exercise 
sincere Christian zeal toward the res- 
toration of peace among their congre- 
gations and to faithfully perform their 
duties.” 


Concession to Poland. 


It is reported that another mantfesto 
promising a general Zemstvo and local 
municipal Government to Poland, may 
be issued shortly. 

Twenty-five officers of the guard reg- 
iments are reported to have met a com- 
mittee of social Democrats at an aristo- 
cratic residence on the English qual 
last night and to have informed the 
committee of the progress being made 
by the revolutionary sentiment among 
the troops.

“She told the landlord that She was 
Mrs. R. O. Bowers so that she could 
get the flat. She moved in, say, on the 
fifth, Cook came on the seventh, and I 
took the front room a few days later. 


Aline Hoped to Marry Cook. 

‘‘Minnie of course moved with Aline, 
and when I joined them Minnie slept 
with me every night. Aline was sup- 
posed to have the second room back 
and Cook the third. The fourth room 
on the first floor was never furnished. 
In the basement there was a wash 
room, a kitchen, and a sewing or din- 
ing room in which we took our meals. 

‘‘Aline told me later that she hoped 
to get married to Mr. Cook in Febru- 
ary, at which time she figured that she 
could have $1000 of Snell’s money in 
bank. 

“Mr. Snell, whose picture was placed 
in a little gilt frame in a conspicuous 
place, she said she detested. She sub- 
staritiated this when he would call at 
the flat. He was at times hard of hear- 
ing; and it was possible to talk in a 
low tone without him catching a word 


of it. 
“She would frequently roast him in 
an undertone to Minnie and me, or any- 


then when he would say ‘Whats thar. 
she would lean over and shout ‘sweet 
nothings’ in his ear. | 

“She kept him in ignorance of the 
Compton avenue incident for some time 
after she moved to Finney avenue, and 
then wrote for more money, stating 
that she had met with an accident. This 
demand for money, like all others, was 
promptly met. 

“The funds came in a never-ending 
stream. The amounts ranged from %$ 
to $300 and averaged perhaps $150 a 
month. Some of this money was sent 
in letters to her in express and post- 
office money, orders written out to my 
order. She cashed all of these herself, 
with the exception of a money order 
that I had to get for her. The orders 
were signed ‘Smith’ and in one cage 
‘Snell.’ 

Traveled on Snell’s Money. 

“She told me that this had been go- 
ing on for years, and that she had been 
to Hot Springs and several other places 
on money that Snell had provided. She 
worked for Mr. Snell in Moberly, she 
said, and had known him since she 
wa3 16 years old. 

‘In speaking of her Moberly life she 
spoke of an unnamed doctor. Mr. Snel! 
had seen them together on the streef 
one evening. Later, following a scene, 
she threw herself in front of the train 
in which this doctor was going away, 
and was rescued miraculously by an- 
other man. 

“Snell's visits on Finney avenue, some 
three or four, were very brief and 
sometimes unexpected. Aline was play- 
ing that she was sick, and every time 
the door-bell rang she would jump into 
bed before letting Minnie or me go to 
the door. Sometimes she would get in, 
shoes and all., Mr. Snell generally came 
up on Sunday and took a meal with us. 

“Every visit meant an additional] de- 
mand for money. On one occasion she 
asked for $0 and he only had $31 with 
him. She took the $31 and Snell prom- 
ised to send the rest. 

‘Curiry hese visits Mr. Snell would 
sometimes chat with me while the giris 
were getting the meals and inquire who 
Aline’s friends were. 

Poisoned Flour Absurd. 

“It would have been very easy for me 
to have informed Mr. Snell what was 
going on if I had had any malice toward 
Aline. The idea that I put ‘dope’ in 
the pancake flour is too absurd for con- 
sideration. 

“{ feel sure that Mrs. Bowers was la- 
boring under intense excitement when 
she made such suggestions. It was 
during her only visit to the flat that 
an incident occurred which had much 
to do with the unpleasantness that 
cropped up between Aline and I. 

“The mother was very fond of Aline,

In St. Louis and elsewhere, the first 
question of municipal reform which has 
forced itself for consideration after the 
great victories won for reform in the 
November elections, is that of bringing 
the police force into its proper relations 
with the people. 

As Governor of Missouri, with head- 
quarters at Jefferson City, Gov. Folk 
has felt the official limitations in the 
public discussion of subjects which may 
seem to belong to the local administra- 
tion of St. Louis. When a representa- 
tive of the Post-Dispatch called on him 
at “headquarters,’’ he showed no hesi- 
tation in discussing with his usual force 
and directness, the general questions 
which belong to the State as a whole 
and to the country as a whole, but, in 


the course of an interview of more than

To make publicity more and more a 
force behind the law is his definition of 
method. 

Aim of Corruption, 

“The final aim of corruption in all its 
forms,’ he said, ‘‘has been the con- 
tro] of legislation, of the law-making, 
franchise-granting power and of the 
power corruption can exercise in the 
form of law in the effort to make it- 
self privileged above the law. 
“Against this, there has been asserted 
the forces of law in a moral revolu- 
tion, which means the restoration of law 
to supremacy as the will of a people 
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permanent. 
a logic of advance until what has been 
well begun has been completed and the 
full, actual force of law as a liberat- 
ing power from.-all that is most demor- 
alizing and corrupting has been real- 
ized. 

“The conditions of demoralization in 
the country as a whole, we have con- 
sidered as the logical development of an 
era of force and the dominant passions 
of force as they entered into and came 
out of the Civil War. So long as these 
passions controlled, issues could not be 
developed on the actual and practical 
problems of good government. 

Out of Corruption. 

“We have passed through a period of 
corruption for which I know no parallel 
in modern times. It was dominated by 
fraudulency, which developed out of 
violence. It could not have developed 
to the same extent in any other way. 
It became closely organized and system- 
atized. It showed its full forces first 
in the large cities, but it developed them 
there only as the beginning of its op- 
erations for general control, municipal, 
State and Federal. It became a tyran- 
ny which allowed no dissent. Now, 
through the methods of peace, through 
revolt not against law but in support of 
law, the couritry has begun a revolu- 
tion which goes deeper and means more 
to civilization than the revolution the 
Russian people are attempting against 
despotism by appealing to its own logic 
of force.”’ 

“The period under’ consideration as 


transmitting its forces of fraudulency 
to the present as a menace to the fu- 
ture, was above everything else in its 
later developments a period of fraud. 
After the actual disuse of soldiers in 
elections, force was not the visible fac- 
tor in results, except as it appeared at 
a crisis from time to time in the control 
of. elections in the great citles. How- 
ever much corruption may have con- 
templated force as the last resort to 
perpetuate itself, its operative methods 
have been those of fraud rather than 
of violence. 
The Logic of Force. 


“The logic of force as of possible 





concern to the future of the movement 
for reform and 1 beration, can operate 
effectively in our ordinary affairs, only 
as it is possible to put it in operation 
through the organized police of the 
larger cities. 

‘In the United States, the police force 
of the typical great city is practically 


a standing army, for use against law 
breakers and for this only. The now 


lice force is that of a military or at 
le ast of a militant body. Its rightful 
use is for upholding law against law- 
lessness and whenever it is used for any 
other purpose, it is prostituted. My 
own conclusion is that a police force, 
even when thus organized, cannot be 
made in this country an effective means 
of preventing the people of the cities 
from enforcing reforms, reaching to the 
reports of the worst abuses. 

‘In the case of the St. Louis police 
force, it has been demonstrated at the 
last election, that it can be restricted 
to its proper police duties. The worst 
dangers and the worst evils in St. Louis 
have never seemed to me to come from 
t he police force itself. My investiga- 
tions as Circuit Attorney developed cas- 
es of corruption which seemed rather

“I do not think the police of any 
American city ever originated the idea 
that they are themselves above laws 
rade by the people for thelr own pro- 
tection. Where the police get the idea 
trat it is their business to oppress, it 
is imposed on them from without by 
those who wish to make them agents 
of lawlessness: rather than of law. The 
American policeman {fs naturally the pro- 
tector of the public, the defender of the 
helpless rather than their oppressor. 


Responsibility of Officials. 

“If the police force of any American 
city has been perverted trom the sup- 
port of law it can be restored to its 
usefulness by steady insistence that in 
every official act, every one connected 
with the police department, from high- 
est to lowest, is the agent of law, with 
an baad other than that of the law it- 
self. 

When asked how far responsibility, ‘ 
not only official, but moral and intel- 
lectual, could be made a fundamental 
requisite of promotion to places of im- 
fortance in a city police force, Gov. 
Folk’s answer indicated that he had al- 
ready considered this as one of the most 
ee problems of practical manage- 

ent. 

“In the police force,’”’ he said. ‘“‘men 
come up from the ranks, where they 
are accustomed to deal only with the 
set of conditions which belong to their 
own range of duties. They do not have 
such Opportunities to develop individ- 
ual judgment as they might have had 
in somne other employments. ‘The con- 
— of their service militate against 


“The same conditions require promo- 
tions from the ranks upward from the 
number of those who are most profi- 
cient in the routine of police duties. 
It seems exceedingly difficult from the 
past experience of American cities to 
find executive heads for police depart- 
ments with the same feeling of indi- 
vidual and moral] responsibility for re- 
sults the public expects to see con- 
trolling the Mayor of a city in the dis- 
charge of his duties. 

“Yet the head of the police force of a 
modern city has greater responsibilities 
in its management than are involved 
by the control of the departments under 
the Mayor. 

“The final issue in every official sta- 
tion is that of making the law of the 
land, as it represents the popular will 
and the right of the people to govern 
themselves, the supreme force. There is 
no police problem, nor is there any 
other p°litical problem which will not 
work out to its own solution, as ail 
who hold office are educated to real- 
ize in actual fact that they are agents 
and servants of the law. 

“The policeman in office has the po- 
litical rights of’ any other citizen, but, 
except as he represents the law, none 
beyond any other citizen. He must 
make his public duty paramount. He 
must not become part of any political 
machine for the control of the public. 
He must be a terror only to lawbreak- 
ers. For all whom the law protects 
he must be a protection through the 
law.’’

Mr, and Mrs. Pensa Had Unique 
Distinction While in 
Rome. 








HAD TWO AUDIENCES 





His Holiness Expressed Appre- 
ciation of Catholic Work 
in St. Louis. 


Three St. Loulsans—Mr. and Mrs. John 
P. Pensa and their son Charles, of 4730 
Vernon avenue—who have recently re- 
turned from a five months’ tour through 
Southern Europe, had two audiences 
with the Pope during their stay in 
Rome. Of the many historical places 
visited and the sights seen, they re- 
gard this distinction as their principal 
event abroad. 

Most of their time was Spent in Italy, 
as both Mr. and Mrs. Pensa were born 
there, having come to this country when 
they were children. Mr. Pensa is a 
successful business man of St. 
and his wife is president of the Italian 
branch of the Queen's Daughters of the 
city, a charitable organization well 
known for its work among the poor. 

The papal delegate to the World's 
Fair, Cardinal Satolli had been enter- 
tained by the Pensa family, and when 
in Rome his friendship with the Car- 
dinal was the means of their securing 
two audiences with the Pope. While 
here, the Cardinal attended the Itallan 
Church, St. Charles Borromeo, Ewing 


avenue and Locust street, of which the 
Pensa family are members, 


Commended St. Louis Work. 


After visiting Genoa, Turin, Milan, 
Verona, Venice, Bologna and Florence, 
they visited Rome. On Aug. 9 they 
attended the anniversary of the corvo- 
nation of the Pope in the Sistine Chap- 
el. They were presented to the Pope 
by Cardinal Satolli and the Pope ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the work of 
the organization of which Mrs. Pen- 
Ba is president, and commended it very 
highly. i 

A second and private audience was 
granted. Aug. 12 they again visited 
him. 

Speaking of th‘!s visit, Mr. Pensa said: 
“We found the Pope a democratic man 
and well informed regarding the char- 
itable institutions of St. Louis. He ad- 
mires Americans and their progressive- 
ness very much. Though he is 70 years 
old, he does not appear to be over 50, 
and he has a grand physique. He gave 
us a photograph of himself and his au- 
tograph., his was our personal prop- 
erty, but Mrs. Pensa gave it to the 
Christian Mothers. another charitable 
institution, of which she also is a mem- 
ber. 

“It seemed to me that ajl Americans 
were anxious to secure an audience 
with hins. Unless this was granted, 
their stay in Rome seemed to be con- 
sidered incomplete. The Pope refuses 
audiences to Americans only when he is 
too pressed with affairs of the church, 
and no discrimination is shown against 
visitors of other denominations. All au- 
diences must be secured through his pri- 
vate secretary, Mons. Bisletti. At the 
coronation I found that nine-tenths of 
the visitors were tourists. 

“T saw my place of birth, but when 
I came to America I was too young to 
remember it. We saw the King and 
Queen of Italy during our stay in 
Naples.”’ 

After Rome, they visited Naples, Ca- 
pin, Sorrento, Pompeii, Mount Vesuvi- 
us, Pisa, and returned by way of Paris 
and London.

by report. In the hypothetical case of 
a-police force so used in a great Ameri- 
can city the beneficiaries of corruption, 
without regard to party lines, use the 
police to blackmail guimblers, Keepers 
of vicious resorts and other lawbreak- 
ers. 

“In such a case, we suppose not only 

this system of ‘graft,’ but also a sys- 
tem of intimidation on election days, 
and,’*in fact, oun every other day of the 
year. Thus all that worst class the 
police is organized to keep up bounds 
through fear of the law, may become 
through fear of the perversion of law 
an agent of corruption under direction 
of the police force itself. As I have not 
seen this become systematic in my own 
direct investigations, I can speak of it 
only as something assumed as existing 
er possible as a result of the worst pos- 
sible abuse of the police power to de- 
feat the ends of law itself. 

Reform of Police Abuses. 

“Taking the posibilitie of the abue of 
the police power at its worst, as it was 
described during the most corrupt pe- 


riod {in our history, it is not my belief 
that it can be made anywhere an agen- 
cy for a combatting successfully or even 
onecking the advance of the forces 
which have developed under pressure 
from tmtolerable abuses, most flagrant 
in the form of bribvery and of the usur- 
pation of legislative power through bri- 
bery.”’ 

‘he reform of police abuses where 
they exist at their worst seems to me 
to be local and incidental because they 
do not seem to me to be generally an 
obstacle sufficient to check the move- 
ment for the restoration of national hon- 
esty through the control of the cities 
by thelr honest majorities. General 
conditions will be dealt with by 
the forces of honest majJjorities, 
working revolution through law and in 
support of law, against all who profit 
by violating law or setting it aside. 
“Where police abuses exist they will 
finally be reformed as an incident of 
this general movement. But it is a 
movement which no abuse of the police 
power could possibly hold in permanent 
check against a determined and aggres- 
sive majority. 

Police Must Obey Law. 
“I do hot wish to comment on the ad- 
ministration of the St. Louis police 
force, or to comment on police affairs 


in general on any point where what I 
say might be construed as an interfer- 
ence from the capital with the local 
administration by the Police Commis- 
sioners of St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Wu Ting 
Fang, formerly the representative or 
China here, who is credited with hav- 
ing inaugurated the boycott scheme in 
that country in retaliation for the ex- 
clusion of Chinese from the United 
States, has written a letter to B. H. 
Warner of Washington, on the subject. 
In the letter Mr. u said:

Buildings in 8t. Louis may now reach 
2% feet into the air. Their height was 
formerly limited two and one-half times 
the width of the street on which they 
fronted, with a maximum of 100 feet. 
The change was produced by an aménd- 
ment to the building code of the city, 
which was passed quietly through the 
House of Delegates and the Council, and 
was signed by Mayor Wells last Monday, 

The change in the ecode is a surprise 
to the architects, to the Board of Fire 
Underwriters and the Civic Improve- 
ment League, which bodies were instru- 


ings. 

The change was brought about 
through the effort of Henry 8. Caulfieid, 
attorney for the Augusta Building Co.. 
which is to erect on the northwest cor- 
ner of Eighth and Pine streets the 16- 
story Augusta Building. 

NO BLOWING OT TRUMPETS. 

“There was no attempt to sneak the 
bill through,’ said Caulfield to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday. “To be 
Sure, there was no blowing of trumpets, 
nor was there a public hearing on the 
measure, but it took its regular course 
through the Assembly and the Mayor.” 

The bill was introduced about .two 
months ago by Delegate Henry L. 
Weeke of the Seventeenth Ward. It ap- 
plies only to hotels and office buildings, 
providing that no hotel or office build- 
ing shall be higher than 206 feet, meas- 
ured from the sidewalk, 

The 150-foot limit was placed on 
buflaings about four years ago with a 
view of making St. Louis a more beau- 
tiful city. All the skyscrapers now in 
St. Louis, including the Wainwright, the 
Rialto, the Chemical and others, were 
erected before the Hmit was enacted. 
Since the limit has been in force the 
only high buildings erected were the 
additions to the Chemical and the Mis- 
souri-Léncoln Trust -Buildings, con- 
sidered, in the issuance of the permit, 
not as new buildings but as annexes to 
buildings already in existence. The 
Frisco Building, at Ninth and Olive 
streets, was prevented by the limit from 
rising higher than 10 stories. 

‘Two attempts have been made within 
the past two years to repeal the Hmit, 
but both were unsuccessful,’”’ said Caul- 
field yesterday. ‘‘They failed, I think, 
because they took the limit off entirely. 
My law simply raises the Himit without 
taking it off entirely. I believe a down- 
town building boom will follow the re- 
moval of the restriction.”’

RAILWAY CROSSING 
BLOCKED BY CARS 


Depression of Frisco Tracks 
Causes Protest From Many 
Citizens. 








CITY NOT CONSULTED 





Fire Engines Are Cut Off ana 
Wagon and Buggy Traffic 
Made Dangerous. 


The controversy between the residents 
of Lindenwood, a pretty suburb 1 the 
southwest end of the city, and the 
the Frisco Railroad promises to end in 
the courts unless the municipal author- 
ities force the company to restore the 
crossing at Fyler avenue, where the 
tracks have been .lowered four feet. 

Isaac N. Brown who leads the move- 
ment for the reopening of Fyler ave- 
nue, says he and other citizens will 
raise a popular subscription to defray 
the cost of prosecuting the railroad in 
Police Court for breach of a city or- 
dinance. 

Mr. Brown says that when the ques- 
tion was referred to City Counselor 
Bates by Street Commissioner Valliant, 
Mr. Bates told the complaining cilizens 
that a grade crossing at the point was 
impracticable. Any attempt to force 
the railroad to reopen the street, Mr. 
Brown quotes Mr. Bates as saying, 
would result in litigation that might 
leave the question unsettled for years. 

In their campaign for a safe highway 
acruss the tracks~on Fyler avenue, res- 
idents of Greenwood, with Mr. Brown 
at their head, have conferred with the 
Mayor, the Street Commissioner, the 


road. | 

Mayor Wells promised to recommend 
action, Mr. Brown. says, several days 
ago, but no movement has been made 
to accomplish the opening of the street. 

A year ago a cut of four feet below 
the formef level was made, and the 
banks were left so precipitous that ve- 
hicles could not cross the railroad. 
Even pedestrians find it difficult to pass 
the tracks, which are nearly always 
blocked by cars. 

Foot Bridge No Remedy. 

The company then built a foot bridge, 
approached on one side by about fifty 
and on the other by 2% steps. This 
bridge is so high that a man standing 
on the top of a train passing under- 
neath cannot touch it with upetretched 
arms. Residents of Lindenwood say 
that the bridge was built high to per- 
mit engineers to see semaphores which 
stand enst of the structure and which 
the corapany did not want to remove. 

Rather than walk across the bridge, 
children crawl under cars, and this 
practice is held to be one of the worst 
results of the closure of the street. 

Communications between  Green- 
wood and Lindenwood has been made 
those who wish to 
travel between tne two suburbs. For- 
merly the distance to be traversed 
was little more than six blocks. Now

RULERS OF THE WORLD. 





Meat Eating Nations Are the Leaders 
in Every Branch of Human 
Achievements.

The crossing which the Frisco rail- 
road abolished without permit or pro- 
test from the city, according to Mr. 
Brown, was for years the highway 
between Lindenwood and Greenwood. 
The railroad planked the ap: roach to 
the crossing and reared a warning to 
“look out for the cars’’ on both sides 
of the tracks. A year ago the cross- 
ing Was rendered impassable by the 


eontroversy that now threatens to be- 
come a cause célebre in local history 
arose and has continued ever since. 

In what residents of Lindenwood 
call the ‘“‘old days” the way to Green- 
wood lay east over Marquette avenue 
one biock, north on McCausland ave- 
nue three blocks and west on Fyler 
avenue two blocks. Total, six blocks. 

The “short cut” at present, by trav- 
ersing the property of the Frisco rail- 
road and along a narrow unimproved 
road, is this: East on Marquette one 
biock, along McCausland avenue to 
Gratiot station, half a mile, then over 
the railroad’'s domain one-fifth of a 
mile. Total. eight-tenths of a mile. 

If permission to cross the Frisco’s 
land should be denied, or if one were 
traveling with a heavy vehicle, such 
as an automobile or fire engine, here 
would be the route: One block east 
on Marquette avenue, along McCaus- 
‘and avenue half a mile to Gratiot sta- 
tion, two blocks east on Scanlan ave- 
nue to Ivanhoe avenue, half a mile 
north on that street to Arloe station, 
west on Old Manchester road to its 
junction with New Manchester road, 
then along that street to Sutton ave- 
nue—beyond the city limits—south on 
Sutton avenue and across the Missouri 
Pacific trackg#at Sutton station, thence 
Cast two blocks to Picadilly’ avenue 
and south three blocks to Greenwood. 
Total, three miles. 


NEW WAR MUNITION, 


Germany Has Improved Rifle 
Service Making More 
Deadly. 


BERLIN, Nov. 18.—The War Depart- 
ment recently adopted new ammuni- 
tion for the army rifie which greatlv 
augments the efficiency of ‘the 
weapon. 

The bullet now has the same effect 
at 1000 metres as it formerly had at 
600. The accuracy of the firing is 
also markedly enhanced. Where for- 
merly a vertical variation of 70 cen- 
timetres was shown in target practice 
with a given number of shots, the 
variation is now reduced to 48 centi- 
metres. The new bullet penetrates 80 


centitnetres of pine timber at 400 me- 
ters distance, against 45 formerly. 
Military writers consider the new am- 
munition to -be a valuable addition 
to Germany's defensive power.

PRESIDENT WOULD 
AD FINANCIERS 


Secretary Shaw's Policy Meets 
With Opposition and 
Change Expected. 


Sy Wire from the Washington Bureau 
‘Of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18. ~— President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Shaw had a 
long conference today at which the ad- 
visability of assisting the New York 
banks was considered. A marked dif- 
ference of opinton developed between 
the President and his Secretary of the 
Treasury. The President is understood 
to have insisted that $25.000.000 of gov- 
ernment funds should at once be placed 
in various New York banks to assist 
them in averting stringency in the 
money market. Mr. Shaw opposed this 
Suggestion, urging that no necessity 
now exists for government assistance. 

final decision was not reached, but 
Secretary Shaw, after the conference, 
conveyed the impression that no as- 
sistance will be given the New. York 
banks, although refusing to discuss the 
financial situation. 

It is believed that aid will be furnished 
the banks by the Treasury within 4 
brief period, notwithstanding the post- 
tive declarations heretofore made by 
Mr. Shaw. There have in the past been 
many serious differences of opinion be- 
tween the President and Mr. Shaw, in 
all of which the President has scored 
a victory. Definite orders issued by the 
President for the depositing of govern- 
ment funds in the New York or Cnhi- 
cago banks must meet with prompt 
compliance by the Secretary. A refusal 
on Mr. Shaw's part to obey positive 
instructions would result in his forced 
retirement before the expiration of his 
four years’ term next February.

seas. Chicago packers have caused it to 
be published in Missouri that they will 
pay 13 cents a pound for “nice fat young 
or old hen turkeys.’ For old tom tur- 
keys 10 cents a pound is orfered. The 
packers are advancing the argument 
that the first market will be the best, 
and they want the turkey raisers to pick 
out the finest stock they have and put 
it on the market at once. 

A commercial traveler who represents 
a St. Joseph wholesale house and who 
has been required to make a large num- 
ber of drives through the country says 
that turkeys are plentiful. In making a 
drive from Mount Moriah to Cainesville, 
he says that he counted scores of flocks 
of some of the finest birds that'he has 
ever seen. There were from 40 to 50 in 
a flock. There are other localities along 
the Kansas City line of the 8t. Paul 
road where a fine showing of turkeys 
is had. 

Work of taking the favorite Thanks- 
giving fowl to the market really he- 
gan last Saturday. Wagons are moving 
along the highways burdened with cages 
of birds. The larger proportion ae 
doomed to be eaten on the last Thurs- 
day of this month. 

Other sections of the State are making 
a great showing in producing turkeys, 
but the kind that Chicagoans are rarely 
if ever permitted to taste are devoured 
by the Missourians themselves.

Seven of Them Are Battleships 
and the Remainder Pow- 


erful Cruisers. 








LACK OFFICERS TO MAN 





Unless Congress Provides In- 
crease of Force Old Ships 
Will Be Docked. 





BUILDING OTHER BOATS 





Eleven Private and Three Gov- 
ernment Shipyards Busy 
With Construction. 


By Wire From the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Noy. 18.— 
Within less than a year seven big bat- 
tleships, four powerful armored cruisers 
and tow protected cruisers will be added 
to the United States Navy, if the pres- 
ent rate of construction is maintained. 
This will be the greatest increase in any 


/ one year of the history of the Amer- 


ican navy, and it will advance mate- 
rially the rank of the United States as 
a naval power. 

All the vessels to be added represent 
the highest type and all that is modern 
in naval architecture. Two of the new 
battleships are of 16,000 tons displace- 
ment each, while the other five battle 
ships are but a little short of 15,000 ton$ 
each. 

Battleships of 16,000 tons are the larg- 
est yet projected for the American 
navy. A comparison of the tonnage of 
the new ships with that of the biggest 
ships in the navy during the war with 
Spain will serve to show what strides 
will be made during the coming year 
and give the most comprehensive idea 
of what this nation is doing in the 
way of increasing its naval strength. 
The figures given in this connection 
reregent the tons dislacement of the 
vessel compared. 


New Ships Building. 


The battleships to be added within the 
year are the Virginia, Nebraska, Geor- 
gia, New Jersey, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut and Louisiana. The two last 
named have a tonnage of 16,000 each, 
while the other five have a tonnage of 
14,948 each. 

The four armored cruisers to be added, 
the California and South Dakota, of 
13,680 tons each, and the Tennessee and 
Washington of 14,500 each; while the 
protected cruisers are the St. Louis and 
Milwaukee of 9,700 tons each. 

In this connection it might be stated 
that the Charleston, which is practical- 
ly identical with the St. Louis and Mil- 
waukee, might be counted in with the 
increase, yet the figures that are given 
do not include it, as she has just gone 
in commission and has gone out for her 
first ‘‘shakedown.”’ 


‘Two Biggest Cruisers. 


The Tennessee and Washington are 
bigger than any armored cruisers now 
in commission in the United States 


navy, which means that they are larger 
than any one of the four armored cruis- 
ers of the West Virginia class, which 
loom up like great leviathans along- 
side of the Brooklyn and New York, 
the only armored cruisers possessed by 
Uncle Sam when the Spanish War was 
fought. Even the two protected cruis- 
ers St. Louis and Milwaukee each have 
a greater displacement than either the 
Brooklyn or New York, yet are small 
when compared with the other ships 
building. 

With seven more battleships and four 
more armored cruisers in commission, 
the United States will have a formid- 
able array of 20 battleships and 10 ar- 
mored cruisers on the high. seas. But 
this is not all Uncle Sam has in pros- 
pect with which to strengthen his hand 
on the sea. 

In addition to all the ships which 
have been named there are now under 
construction six battleships, four with 
a-tonnage of 16,000 each, and two of 
13,000 tons eath; two armored cruisers, 
three scout cruisers, four submarine tor- 
pedo boats and three training’ ships. 
The other battleships were authorized 
by the last Congress, but the plans for 
these have not been completed. Naval 
construction is now in progress in il 
private shipyards and at three Govern- 
ment yards. 


Need More Officers. 


The policy of the present administra- 
tion of keeping all the ships of the navy 
in readiness, should the emergency 
arise, is taxing the department to the 


utmost. Unless more officers and men 
are provided, it will be necessary to tle 
up a great many of the older vessels at 
dock, in order to provide complements 
for the new ones. Enlisted men can be 
obtained and can be trained in a com- 
paratively short time, but not so with 
officers. Even should Congress provide 
for more officers. it takes time and hard 
study to fit big modern fighting ma- 
chines. 

To furnish complements for the seven 
battleships which are expected to be 
added in the next year will require 232 
officers and 5490 enlisted men, while the 
four new armored cruisers will demand 
a total of 162 officers and 3206 enlisted 
men; the complement of each of the 
two new protected cruisers being 36 of- 
ficers and 634 men, 
these is 516 officers and 9964 enlisted 
men,

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COMMANDER EVA BOOTH WHO SPEAKS 
AT 1HE OLYMPIC THEATER TONIGHT 
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LOVER OF CHILDREN

IS A SHEPERDESS 
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Eva Booth, for First Time Since Her Promotion as Commander 
of Salvation Army, Will Address Meeting 
in St. Louis Tonight.

One who loves children and one whom 
children love dearly came to St. Louis 
last night for her first visit, just a:

To the men and women of the Sal- 
yation Army she is Commander Eva 
Booth, head of their organization in 
America.

She is a shepherdess in the life of 
the Army and best loved of her flock 
are the lambs.

I wanted to be 
very clpse to them Many times my 
family found that I had taken off my 
own clothing to give to those who were 
in want.

“IT took my regular course of army 
work. I went to the training school 
and worked some outside of London. 
I helped in the first slum work that 
was done by the army. My promotion 
did not come to me at a bound. I was 
lieutenant first and then captain, and

The War on Mosquitoes. 


After telling at length of the Cule- 
bra Cut work, the secretary spoke of 
physidal and sanitary- problems, and 
the work being done to solve them. 
In this connection he told of the effort 
to destroy mosquitoes by petroleum, 
drainage -and fumigation. The female 
mosquito, he said, is the agent of 
propagation of the yellow fever germ. 

It is easier to prevent the spread of 
yellow fever, the secretary sald, than 
that of malaria. Of the latter disease 
he spoke as at times affecting § to 70 
per cent of the population. 

He praised the construction of the 
railroad bed, but cr.ticised its equip- 
ment, 

The great problem, he said, is of trans. 
portation, rather than of excavation, and 
to this end preparations are being made 
to double-track the railroad and con- 


‘struct switches and branch lines. Nearly 
' 20 miles of track will be laid. At least 
' 270,000,000 cuble yards of material must 


be blasted or dug out and carried for 
a distance ranging from a few feet to 
15 miles. On the railroad, 4000 labor- 


,ers are engaged, besides the 13,000 on 


the canal work proper, an average of 
10,000 of whom work each day.

Receiver Egger Alleges Assets 
Held by Fidelity Trust Co. 
Belong to Creditors. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 18.—John 
B. Egger, receiver of the Salmon & 
Salinon Bank of Clinton, Mo., brought 


suit in the. Circuit Court today to re- 
cover from the Fidelity Trust Co. $236,- 
219 in notes which the Salmon & Salmon 
Bank pledged with the Kansas City 
State Bank and which that bank when 
it went out of business transferred to 
the trust conipany. 

Mr. Egger, in his petition, alleges that 
in May, 190, the Salmon & Salmon 
Bunk was jnsolvent; that its assets then 
were only $00,000, while its liabilities 
were $1,000.00, and that Thomas M. 
Cusey, wanager of the bank, knew this 





and knew that it was only a question of, 


time when the bank would have to quit 
business, but that Casey, to conceal the 
bunk’s condition, and postpone the in- 
evitable faiiure, forged large amounts 
of bills receivable payable to the bank 
and piaced this forged paper among the 
assets and entered them on the books 
as real assets. 

Mr. Ezgyer says that while Casey was 
contemplating insolvency of the bank, 
he transferred to the Kansas City Staite 
Bank, $236,318 in bills receivable of the 
Salmon & Salmon Bank and that this 
wus done to prefer the Kansas City 
State Bank as creditor to the exclusion 
of other creditors. This, Mr. Egger al- 
leged, made the transfer of these notes 
null and void and gave the Kansas City 
State Kank no title to the securities. 

Iie asks the court to declare the notes 
property of the Salmon & Salmon Bank 
and asks their restoration so they may 
be distributed to all creditors according 
to law.

In Six Weeks 751,132 Pounds 
of Meat Was Seized by 
Inspectors.

CHIQAGO, Nov. 18.—More :ihan forty 
times as much fish, meat, fruit and veg- 
etables are being condemned by the ciiy 
inspectors now as a year ago. While 
part of the increase is the result of the 
recently inaugurated meat inspection at 
the stockyards, and part due to the ad- 
ditional force of inspectors which has 
been provided, increased vigilance and 
activity on the part of the Department 
of Health is evident. 

Taking recent corresponding weeks of 
1905 and 1904, 90 times as much meat was 
condemned this year as last—three 
times as many calves, 17 times as many 
hogs, 22 times as many cattle, 4 times 
as many sheep, 110 times as many 
pounds of dressed meats. 

The inspectors have’ condemned 32 
times as many baskets of peaches, 43 
times as many crates of fruit. About 


fifteen times as many markets were in- 
spected and three times as many com- 


plaints adjusted. 


Owners Stand Loss. 

The force of food inspectors of the De- 
partment of Health in divided into two 
sections—the loop squad and the stock- 
yards squad. The duties of the stock- 
yards squad are confined to the inspec- 
tion of meat in the yards, but the loop 
squad operates over the entire city. 
South Water stree Haymarket and 
Fulton Market receive their particular 
attention, so do the railway stations 
and steamboat docks. When food is 
condemned while in possession of a com-- 
mon carrier the company is given a 
‘‘condemnation slip,’’ which relieves the 
transportation company of all HMab/lity, 
the shipper in every case sta.ding the 
loss. 

The meat condemned by the municipa] 
authorities is removed to the stock- 
yards. where it is made into fertilizer. 
The plant is under the supervision of 
municipal inspectors. For each calf 
condemned the city is paid 50 cents, but 
other kinds of meat bring no revenue. 
Fish and vegetables are kerosened. The 
expense of hauling away condemned 
fruit and vegetables must be borne by 
the owner. 

Averages $15,000 Weekly. 

Although the value of food condemned 
by the city varies creatly from week to 
week, $15.000 1s considered a fair aver- 
age. Last week the value of the beeves 
destroyed by order of the city was about 
$8000. Of fruit and vegetables $4000 worth 
is about the average. 

Many complaints of violations of the 
ordinance prohibiting the exposure of 
meat in stores or on the street are re- 
ceived each week. The chief offenders 
on this score are merchants in the slum 
districts, although many butchers in 
the more wealthy neighborhoods seem 
to be ignorant of the fact that it is 
iliegal to expose meat. 

The following table shows the amount 
of food condemned during the last six 
weeks:

Reform Is Asked in ‘‘No Con- 
viction, No Fee,’’ Rule 
Now General.

TOPEKA, Nov. 18.—‘‘The next things 
that need reforming in Kansas are the 
probate courts and the system of trying 
insanity cases,’ said a member of the 
State Board of Control. “It is out- 
rageous the way people are railroaded 
to the insane asylums in some of the 
counties. 

‘In order for doctors or jurors to get 
their fees for trying a person charged 
with insanity they must convict him. 
If the acquit him, the County Board 
refuses to pay the cost. So they con- 
vict and get their fees. I don’t know 
whether any sane people have been Con. 
victed of insanity so that the doctors 
and jurors wouldn’t lose their fees, but 
if they havn't it is not the fauit of the 
system, and the chances are that an in- 
justice has been done some defendants.”

SHERMAN, Tex, Nov. 18.—Mrs. MIl- 
dred G. Donaldson and others have tiled 
Suit in the Federal District Court at 
Austin against J. L. Hume and others, 
in which the plaintiffs pray the cancel- 
lation of all deeds to certain property 
in North Texas and signed by the said 
J. L. Hume as administrator of the es- 
tate of ‘Thomas C. Bean. 

This suit revives one of the most noted 
will contests ever known in Texas, and 
which has been hanging in the courts ot 
Grayson and Fannin counties for many 
years. In the District Clerk’s office 
here there is a large trunk filled with 
papers in this celebrated case, in which 
many thousands of dollars were spent 
by the contestants, numbering several 
hundred. persons, all claiming to be 
heirs of Tom C. Bean and entitled to 
Share his immense estate. A resume of 
the lengthy litigation found in a state- 
ment of facts in a cause styled Samh 
A. Dove et al. against H. P. Howard 
et al. reads like a historical novel and 
teems with interest. 

It relates that, according to the evi- 
dence introduced by Sarah Davis and 
others, who were deciared the legal 
heirs, Tom C. Bean, son of Colmore 
Bean, wes born on the Ridge farm, now 
a part of the city of Washington. 

Lived in Misseuri. 

During his childhood, Tom 3ean's 
father moved to Northumberland Coun- 
y, Virginia, and then to Palmyra, Mo., 
where, the evidence showed, that Col 
Bean and his three sons, John, Tom ahd 
Oscar, built an Episcopalian Cpurch. 
Later the father and sons moved to 
Fayetteville, Ark. In 1542 Coimore 
Bean and his son, Tom Bean, immigrat- 
ed to Texas, settling near Red River, 
in Fannn County. ‘A little iater Tom 
Bean was elected County Surveyor, lat- 
er Clerk of the D.strict Court, and at 
the expiration of his term he devoted 
himself entirely to surveying and .locat- 
ing land certificates. 

He acquired a large amount of land 
in this section of the State and much of 
it was located in the best portion of 
Grayson County. 

In the center of his richest holdings 
a village sprung up after the building 
of the Cotton Belt and was called Tom 
Bean in his honor. 

Colmore Bean died in 1845, and in 1845 
John and Oscar Bean, who had remained 
bi Fayetteville, Ark., left that place for 
California. Oscar died en route, and two 
years later John Bean was killed. 

Never Talked of Relatives. 

Thus Tom Bean was the sole survivor 
of his family, and he was too busy ac- 
quiring land to burden himself with a 
family. Moreover, he never correspond- 
ed with any relatives nor did he ever 
speak of them to anyone. He was widely 
known as a man of great wealth and 
the wonder was who would get it all 


jwhen he had passed from the walks of 


men. This speculation was intensified 
when the news was flashed that Tom 
Bean had died intestate. 

Ere long a claimant came from Wash- 
ington City and named a list of legal 
heirs of the paternal and maternal lines 
of George Bean, grandfather of Tom 
Bean. 

This was Sarah A. Dove, then aged 
80 vears. She claimed the relationship of 
cousin to Tom Bean, and, joined by 
many other cousins, she applied for an 
order of partition In the County Court 
of Fannin. County. Citation was issued 
Dec. 8, 1891. One point of law and an- 
other caused the matter to be trans- 
ferred to the District Court of Fannin 
County and later to the District Court 
of Grayson County, where, in 1896, Judg- 
ment was rendered for Sarah A. Dove 
et al. H. P. Howard and J. L. Hume 
had been appointed administrators of 
the estate, and G. W. Blair, J. H. Dills 
and T. J. Simmons were appointed as 
commissioners to partition the estate 
among the heirs under the court’s de- 
cree,

The afflicted child of a family eminent in finance 
and politics of the Middle West she had been re 
garded for more than a generation as.a skeleton 
in the closet, and when recently some twenty-five 
women of the more exclusive set in St. loseph re- 
ceived cards inviting them to her home, where she 
lived alone with a few old servants. their surprise 
knew no Lounds, There was, however, but one thing 
for them to do—accept, as the woman’s blue biocded 
connections precluded any thought of the polite 
evasions. and excuses which otherwise might have 
heen invoked. They went, were enteriained® at 
high five and a delightful breakfast— 

And the next day all but one were subpenaed as wit- 
nesses in court to prove the sanity of their hostess. 

Distant relat.ves who desire to participate in the 
Burnes estate at the death of Miss Mary V. Burnes. 
recently jnstituted proceedings to have her declared 
insane. Other relatives, to whom Miss Burnes has 
assigned.her interest in consideration of an annuity 
of $12,000, are combating the attempt to-have her 
declared of unsound mind. Those chiefly interested 
in having her sanity established are Mrs. Frances 
Byram Burnes and Miss Marjorie Burnes of Chi- 
cago and Kennett Burnes of St. Louis, 

Miss ‘Burnes is a daughter of the late Calvin. F. 
Burnes} for many years president of the Burnes 
estate and a dominant figure in the financial circles 
of Missouri. She was the last of four children born 
to Mr. and Mrs. Burnes and the only one to survive 
infancys She, fike the three:children who did, was 
afflicted: ‘from birth, and little hope of ‘prolonging 
her lifé: was entertained until she had reached the 
age of ten or twelve years, 

The lower part of Miss surnes’ body is imperfectly 
developed, and she has no control over her muscles 
below thehips. She has never taken a step without 
the assistance of others. She is afflicted with “danc- 
ing eyes,” and is unable to focus her vision on a 
given poirt for any length of time. The nerves 
which contre] the veitical movements of her eyeballs 
are not under command, and her organs of speech 
are more or Jess rebellious. 

The visual defe.ts of Miss Burnes precluded any 
attempt to teach her to read and write. Her mother

devoted 30 years of her life to the education of the 
unfortunate woman. She read to her daily from the 
standard authors and accompanied her frequently 
to the theater. Miss Burnes in this manner

Calvin F. Burnes, father of Miss Burnes, died in 
1896, leaving an unsigned will. He owned 375 shares 
in the Burnes estate, which was incorporsted in 
1889 for 1000 shares.

-HE sudden acquisition of unaccustomed wealth 
is responsible for many strange freaks on the

sages. This was the last that was ever seen of the 
young American and his friends. 

Another “freak capitalist” was a Spanish lady of 
Badajoz, who, winning $200,000 in the Manila lot- 
tery, collected the money and set out secretly for 
Paris, leaving her husband and children in complete 
darkness as to her whereabouts. 

Eight months later she returned to her home pen- 
niless, but accompanied by 30 huge trunks, the con- 
tents of which accounted for the vanished thousands. 

On arriving at Paris she had apparently set about 
spending her money with a will. Clothes of every 
description and artificial aids to beauty had eaten 
up the whole of her fortune. Dresses, costly under- 
wear, corsets, boots, gloves and hats, all marked 
with the names of the most fashionable makers, 1ep- 
resented three-fourths of her purchases. In the re- 
maining trunks were cosmetics, false hair. figure im- 
provers, face creams, chin straps. cures for obesity— 
in short, every kind of article advertised by “beauty 
specialists” and the quacks who abound in all big

He further stipulated 
that his widow and daughter be paid an annuity of 
$12,000. The directors of the estate met and decid- 
ed to carry out the wishes of the testator as ex- 
pressed in the incomplete instrument.

How to Bottle Pickies. 


HEN sauces and pickles are bottled for 
winter use, care should taken that 
the bottles and jars are perfectly air 

tight, and this fact cannot be assured if the corks 
are simply fitted into the necks and tied down in 
the usual manner. The corks should first be dipped 
into a mixture of one-quarter pound of beef suet and 


be 


one-half pound of wax, melted down over a slow 
fire, and be dried at the fire afterwards, this process 
being repeated several times. Then press the corks 
into the Lottles and dip the heads and rims into a 
solution of one-eighth of an ounce of beeswax melted 
down with one-fourth pound of sealing wax and the 
same quantity of black resin. When making this 
mixture it is a good plan to stir it with a long tal- 
low candle, the wax preventing it from sticking to 
the bottom of the pan. Sauces, liniments, etc., bot- 
tled in this way, will be kept free from the in- 
ciusion of air or dust,

Kitchen Wrinkles. 
ON’T litter up the kitchen when getting a 
meal, because it will take hours to “clean 
up’ after the meal is over. Don't put @ 
greasy spoon on the table; it leaves a stain which 
requires time to erase. Put it in a saucer. Don't 
crumple up your dish towels. Rinse and hang them 
in the sun. Don't pour boiling water over china 
packed in a pan. It will crack by the sudden con- 
traction and expansion. Don’t black a stove while 
it is hot. It takes more blacking and less pulish. 
Don’t use knives for scraping the table and pots. 
Don't pour boiling water and soap on greasy spota. 
Moisten ‘the spots first with a cold saturated solv- 
tion of soda, then scrub them with the grain of the 
wood. using cold soapsuds, 
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its head upon your left knee and hold its small nose 
quite gently with the left finger and thumb. Put 
the spoon containing the medicine as far over the 
tongue as possible, and the fluid will go down. Pour 
slowly, so as not to choke the child. Remember 
that the excitement which is nothing to an adult 
is everything to a child, that all preparations must 
he completed hefore washing or bed making, and that’ 
fresh -air is essential to recovery. No irritable or 
nervous person should ever nurse a child; it requires 
endless patience, cheerfulness and tact, and is very 
fatiguing work. We must encourage their belief in 
recovery, stimulate their extraordinary power of 
throwing off ill-health, but at the same time it is — 
very important to “make haste slowly,” for the spir-
